Her purchase for the year will eas-
ily exceed four million bhales.

If English financiers will buy the
3,000,000 bales of her normal supply,
and agree to hold the surplus off the
market during the continuance of the
war, or to be uscd by the government
only for the manufacture of explo-
sives, this country might suspend ac-
tion on an ‘English order in councii
making cotton contraband, but cer-
talnly not otherwise.

Contrary to predictions by the
prophets of evil the foreign demand
for cotton has nol been decreased as
an effect of the war, but on the con-
trary it has been enhanced. Despite

English Pfession al sea even Ger-
many and Austrin have taken more
than 4heir  gormal supply of coton,
indirectly thbugh neutral ports, and

in shipping {to those norts we have
violated no Baw of neutrality.

Even If the war continues the de-
mand for coblton will increase. 1Tt is
estimated that 300,060 shells were
fired In one day in the battle north
of Arras on June 17th. The largest
of these shells consumes 372 pounds
of cotton for each exploded. There
were probably over 100,000 bales of
cotton consumed in this battle alone.
Then, all available labor is being
used in the manufactyre of tents and
uniforms for the soldiers. It is con-
caded that if the war should close
the demand *for cotton would soar.in-
Lto new high levels.

If the U'nited States government
can prevent England from taking
over the present surplus and the new
crop, at her own figures, there is
every reason to belleve that cotton
will sell for more during the next
twelve mooths than it has sold for
since the American civil war. BEither
the colton exchanges are not In-
formed ns to conditlons affecting the
cotton crop, or are-assuming that the
growers are mol Informed and are
trying to effect & corner while prices
are absurdly low.

As bearing on this question, it will
robably not be amiss to give some
gures. For those touching on the
consumption of fertilizer I am in-
debted to the emterprise of the pub-
lielst at Clemson College.

In Teyas and Oklahoma  rainfail
during the growing season has beoeu
heavier than in years, nd the rav-
ages of the boll wee¥il have been
propostionately greater. A conservie
tive citizen of Oklahoma who
merly lived in  Greenwood couuty,
this state, informs me that the crop
in Oklahoma - in sectlons may be
short of normal by 40 per cent.
